The only work 
being done at the present time is on the 
"Eureka," ii),iiiagi!d by .1. Douglas. The 
shaft was .sunk one hundred feet 011 the 
foot-wall and a cross-cut made. Tliia 
dovelo|H'd a li;dgu al that depth of !) ft. 
ill., witli ;i foot uf solid mineral near one 
side. i\Ir. Douglas is highly pleased with 
the development, and his company will 
place machinery for treating the ore as 
soon as a trial shipment sent to Salt Lake 
detormines tho character of machinery 
renuired. He considers his property as 
worth fully S100,000 at the present 
stage, and is coiitident that results will 
prove the mine a jia^'ing one to work. 

Tho owners of the "Cariboo," if they 
have not disposed of tlieir property by 
spring, will also jilace machinery tlierooii 
for reducing the ore for shipment. There 
are two ledges running tltrough several of 
the claim.s, and it is a dis])Utod point in 
eiiiiip wimtbor tho Eureka and Cariboo arc 
on one and the siiiiio lodge. At 75 feet tho 
Cariboo was 2A foui; in width. 

An explosion occurred in tho 
Eureka shaft-house on the 1st of 
December. One man was knocked sense- 
less, and a portion of tho shaft-house 
blown out. Twelve sticks of giant pow- 
der, which wore being thawed out behind 
the stove, c^usod the accident. 

.All old Cariboo miner, Tom Jnnos, 
died on the 'Mth of November, from in- 
llammation of tlie lungs. Ho was buried 
in camp, the full population, "28, attend- 
ing. Air. T. Elliott, storekeeper, read 
the burial service when the body of the 
old pioneer was conaigiied to mother 
earth. 

The strike in Dougla.ii' claim will put 
new life into Camp McKinney, for it is 
now detcrniinod, beyond question, that 
the ledge is a permanent one, of good 
width, tlie ore assaying well. 

THE NBW CAMP. 

In August last, Fred. Gwatkin and 
George Shoehan, who had been working 
at Rock Creek, went westward over tho 
new trail to Penticton prospecting. About 
iwenty-tive miles from Rock Creek, 12 
miles from tho boundary lino and two 
miles north of the trail, they discovered a 
large ledge of free milling quartz, situated 
on tho divide between the Okanagon and 
th(^ Siinilkanieeii, and not more tlian 
'J.OOU feet above Hca-level. Tho country 
at this point is rildioiied with quartx led- 
ges, and the throe mi which locations 
have been made .ire of good width. The 
original location, "The .Stemwinder," is 
nine feet in width. The shaft is sunk Ki 
ft., tho ore being free gold and galena, with 
little sign as yet of sul|)hnrrct». Some 
tine specimens, sliuwiiig free gold, li.ave 
been taken out at that depth, and ipianli 
ties have been sent to Spokane and Ta- 
coiua in the hope of inducing capital tu 
■01110 in, The "Wide West," owned by 
.1. Stevens and Mat. Hotter, ia about 
1,000 feet west of the "^5tenlwiIuler," nnd 
is also a wide lodge, free-milling. It lias 
been traced for a considerable distance 
down the mountain slope, and a shaft has 
been started. It is intended to run in .1 
tunnel at a convenient point, wliicli will 
taj) the ledge at a depth of ioO feet. On 
the third ledgo a iiumlierof locations have 
been made, but no work lione. ,\lto- 
.(elher twenty-eight records have buoii 
uaile. A half interest has been bought in 
ho "Black Diamond" for S3000, the nioiioy 
:o he spent in developiiieut work during 
the winter. It is believtd that another 
pruinising ipiurtii Held has been found in 
thifi new strike, and that considerable 
work will bo carried on during the coming 
sea.1011. The camp ia easy of access, a 
natural roadway leading to within a short 
distance of it.

Between Rock and Boundary Creeks 
(ieo. Leysoii and Geo. Bowerman last 
spring discovered a large ledge of ||rey 
co)iper carrying silver. Fourteen looatioiis 
li.wi; la cn in .(le 011 it, Imt only i.rospoct 
ing work has so far been done 011 them. 
Three of tlie claims, "The King Solo- 
mon," "Copper I'iing," and "(Jomet," 
have been bonded for §12,(KJ0, the usvnors 
receiving S1,U00 to sink fifty feet this 
winter. Tho deposit lies bolweeii lime 
and porphyry, and is proiiouiieed by Mr. 
Reed, the assayer, as lieiiig cipial to the 
celebrated llecla and Calumet mini's. 

Tliese lato discovcu-ies and the recent 
development at Rock Creek seem to iiidi 
eate that a mineral region of large ex 
lent and containing rich ores, has been 
brought tu light, and there is reason to 
believe that m the near future practical 
vvork will begin there on an oxtoiisive 
scale.

Nkw Okleans, Dec. 10.- -.V special 
from (ironada. Miss., to the J'kuijnne, 
says that two white men stopped passen- 
ger train No. 2 011 the Illinois Central 
r.iiliii.aii near Duck Hill, Miss., about 1' 
o'clock l.ist night, lobbed the e.xpre.sa car 
of ,S;i,000, and shot and killed Charles 
Hughes of .Iiicksoii, 'Peiin., a passenger, 
who had attacked the rolibers with a rillu. 
When tho tr-vin was leaving Duck Hill, 
two men boarded the engine and coin- 
niaiided engineer A. J. Law to run fast 
and not lo stoj) until tnld to. 'Pile enijiii- 
oer and lireiuan (ieor^^e Evans wore 
covurcd by navy rovolvei's ami liad to 
obey. W ben one mile north of tlie sta- 
tion the mull ordered the train to be 
stopped. Tho engineer and lironiaii wore 
iiiude to dismount and were marched, to 
tho express car. One of the robbers 
knocked oil tho ear door, and messenger 
Hill ujiened it. Three shots were tired at 
liill, and the men then entered the car 
.and took all t lie iiioiiey there was, .^ili.UIO. 
( 'lUiduclor ,1. li. W ilkinson, who rualied 
nut on hearing the bring and to 
see why the train stopped, was 
fired on, and hoiiig unarmed ho returned 
to tho train. Chas. Hughes, of Jackson, 
Teiin., u {Hissenger, then ran out with his 
Winchester 1 itle. .\s he stepped to Ihu 
ground he was shot at. One ball struck 
bis left arm and another went through Ids 
atoniach, iiiliict iiig a fatal wound. Tho 
death of the young man ia very sad, as he 
was the only siiiiport uf his widowed 
mother. Ho c.iine to Lexington, Miss., 
to meet his sister's family and young 
brother, all of whom were on the train, 
and were irreatly diRtresHiiil at bis iiiitiino- 
ly death. Tho robbery was done in regu- 
lar highway style. Nine shots were tired 
by Conductor Wilkinson and travelling 
passenger Ruban, tluce by Hughes and 
four or live by the robbers. 

A <;n1iruruln Knnk Suspends. 

San' FliA.Nci.sco, Dec. 17. —The Cali- 
fornia National Bank of tliis city suspend- 
ed business this morning, Tho utliciala 
of tho bank state that the suspension is 
due to tho fact that their exchange bills 
are not being paid in the east, but it is 
understood that the bank has not been 
secured and supension was decided upon 
as tho best course to pursue.

— Two miners, 
named Milimaii and l^ritchard, while de- 
ceiidiiig the sli.-ift of tho Plymouth mine 
last night, were thrown to the bottom, a 
dibtance of 1,200 feet, by the breaking of 
the wire cable. They fell into 200 feet of 
water, with the cable on top of them.

A War (if Harcn. 

New Orlea.ns, Dec. 17-— -A Wnlthilla, 
Miss., special says : There was a terrible 
riot here last night, and to-day twelve 
white men and 150 negroes lie dead as the 
result. For a long time there has been 
much ill-feeling between the whites and 
blacks at this place, and it has been aggra- 
vated liy the impertinence of tlie latter. 
Yesterday the two eloinents became in- 
volved in a i|uarrel, which resulted in 
great loss of lifb. T'lie facts, as far as can 
bo ascertained, aro as follows : A negro 
and white m.m became engaged iu a quar- 
rel, and the negro was killed. This w.is 
the oxcusc for an assault, and iinmedi- 
ately a black horde s-.vepL down uiion the 
whites, who wore greatly outnumberod. 
Knowing it was a fight to the death, the 
whites prepared to receive their black 
assailants, and when tho battle was ended 
it was found that twelve white men 
and over 150 negroes were killed.

"The breaks in the eastorii cables show 
the necessity which exists for a trans 
I'acitic cable extending to Vancouver. 
iMatturs in connection with a steaiu- 
sbip aorvice between Canada and 
Aiialralia have not assumed any definite 

fuUil." 

We have po great faith in the efficacy 
of the interference of Government in 
matters of trade. The business men of the 
cuuiiti-y can do for themselves what no 
Government can do for thom. If they 
possess tho iiitelligonoe, tho enterprise, 
tho eiiurgy and the pluck iieceaaary to 
establish a new tr.ide, all that thoy need 
from the i mix ei niiieiit ia a f.iir liidd. II 
( Joveriiiueiit put.a no obataclea in their 
way thoy will bo sure to succeed. It may 
h.ipj)en that what the Government intend 
to do ia to remove the iini>cdiments that 
have been placed in the way of a proli- 
tiblu trade with .-Vustralia so as to give 
Dominion luerchanta and manufacturers 
tlie chance they reiiuire. 



THE PACIFIC CABLE. 

The project of tlio Pacilic cublo to Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand is recominundiiig 
itself to the business men both of Great 
Britain and the Australian colonies, and 

il auema to bo looked upon with t.'ivor by 
t he lint iali and l.'oloni.il ( Miveriimeiil.s. 
Tho ti)ajtuin lixteiiaiou (.'ompaiiy'a hue 
ia e.xpoaed t o luany'daiigeia, aiidcommuiii- 
cition ia coiiai'ipieiit ly fn cpii'iitly iiilei - 
l iipled. It iiaaae.s I liroui;h Sue/. .11 n 1 may 
be cut oti' at any time during a war with 
Great Britain. It is laia under warm and 
shallow seas and the conditions in such 
seas are unfavorable to the uninterrupteit 
working and to the life of a cable. 
Tho corroding influences are much more 
activu in such soao than iji those which 
are deeper and cooler, and the iiisiilaling 
niatorial is often eaton through by a aiib 
nuiriiio worm, und'tliu.s "faiilla" aro coii- 
a'-.aiitly appearing.

The advantages of a Paci- 
lic cable are that it passes through British 
territory and under seas that are easily 
guarded by British ahi]>s. The cable 
will lie secuiely in soft mud at the bottom 
of a doep sea. The eonditioiis of 11 I'a- 
citic cable are favorable In h'lig life and 
iiiiiiitoi rii|)teii com mull icat inn. Tlie 1 'acitic 
( '1 ir.pjtiiy p: ■ Ji^ae tor.jduce I liecli.-iri'e I o -Is, 
or lit) ceiita .'i word. 'I'lii.s great ditlerencii 
ill the I'Htos will cauao a revolution in telu- 
Kraphic comnmnication with Australia and 
give an impetus to business between the 
iiortliorii and southern hemispheres. At 
a tueutiiig held 'in London on the 22nd 
of last mouth, Mr. E. Doxat, of the firm 
of Dalgety & Co., one of the largest tirms 
connected with .\iistralia, said: "F\nv 
people have any idea of the part which 
telegraphy plays iu busilleas tl'alia.ictions 
nowiid.'iys. Tune was when a 111:111 thoiigliL 
twice bebire telegraphing to A Hat lal i.i. 
At the present it iw not very unusual lo 
send h.alf a-do/eii cables iu one d.iy. It 
ia e.xpeliaive, but it miiat be done. It is 
impossible udeijualely to reali™ the elfect 
of any fracture in a cable system upon 
business men. It means not only a dan- 
gerous check to business, but nioro, an 
utter dislocation of all one's commercial 
ai iaiigements. !So much so, that an or- 
der taken or given in the full oxpectntion 
of realizing n pi'olit , may becomr, owing 
to a rupture iu the cable, by llie time the 
transaction ia completed a lo.ss iiiste.id of 
M gain." At this meeting a resolnlion 
strongly apiu'oving of a proiios.il to lay a 
calile acioaa llic rarilii' oi caii llDin \'aii- 
couvor lahiiid lo Au.-ilralia, touching at. 
Hawaii, Fanning Island, Samoa, Fiji and 
and New Zealand, was enthusiastically 
a ml unanimously carried. The Eastern 
I'^x tension Company, of course, opposed 
t he laying of this now cable and issued a 
1 iiciilar praising it-ielf and magnifying 
t he dillicult ies I hat lie in the w;iy of car 
lying out the new project. lint the 
(lid niomipoly will r>'iiioiistrate and |iro- 
test iu \ aiii. I'lvi'iy one knows llial ili 
o|iposiliuil is an iiileresled one, and will 
1 ike with a great many giains of allow- 
anco both what it says in its own behalf 
and what it lulvanceB against its proposed 
ooii-.petitor. Running down the other 
shop luuy gratify a small minded and 
short sighted rival, but it is in ninety-nine 
casus out of a hundred a senseless and use- 
b-ss proceeding. The public will patronise 
what is best and at the same liiiiecheap- 
is(, no matter Iumv cedent ly Ihe other 
fellow may rage. The Kaateni K.xteu- 
sion t'oinliaiiy lualead of fuluiiiiating 
against the new project whirli pioiniaes 
I hi) world boiler ••uid clie.ipi-i tele-iaph 
coiniiiuiiication with Australia lliaii i.-, now 
given, had better put its house in oi.h i 
BO as to be able to give tlio public the 
service it is asking for on reasonable terms. 
Tho Paoilic Cable Couipany asks but little 

fi I Government. All that it wants is a 

i;iiai'antee from the governments of Great 
Itritain, Canada and Auatralia to use the 
new cable to the extoiit of j<;i75,00l) a 
year. This is very dillereiit from an 
ordinary Biib.sidy. The company will give 
a i/i(i(/ /iin tjtiii for all that it receivus, and 
it will at the same timo lower Ihe t, de- 
graphic ralo to Australia very nearly 
sixty por cent. Tho proposed cable will 
bo of great assistance in building up ,1 
t rade between .Canada and the Australiini 
eoloiiiea. It will no doubt bo before very 
long olio of the " Hd'oiiiplishi'il fiictii."
